The deal was closed by Edward T. 
Adams former Californian, head of 
the engine company. 

The device is so thoroughly deman- 
strated that the company already has 
$1,000,000 orders for the engines. 

The engines will chiefly be of value 
in land reclamation. The San Joaquin 
and Sacramento valleys in California 
alone contain 10,000,000 acres of arid 
or semi-arid land. Under much of this 
land are both oll and water. Water 
must be pumped to such land for ir- 
tigation purposes. Under old meth- 
ods pumping became prohibitive be- 
cause of the expense. Even at a lift 
of thirty or forty feet with oil pro- 
ducing gas, water may be raised 100 
feet at the same cost as a thirty or 
forty-foot life under the old method. 
Such a cost difference will add hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres to the 
land available for irrigation.

“We say this is the thirty-first day 
of December, 1911. But why 19112 
Nineteen hundred and eleven years 
from what event? What single event 


has occurred in human history great 


enough to stamp itself upon the calen- 
dars of the civilized world for nine- 
teen hundred and eleven years? Let 
us look at this strange thing. 

“To have some common time-meas- 

ure is essential to organized society. 
History tells us that many attempts 
have been made to have such a com- 
mon measure. But all attempts, save 
one, have failed. The successful at- 
tempt has not been so much an at- 
tempt, as an irresistible and almost 
unconscious influence running through 
the centuries. The name of Jesus 
Christ did not appear on the calendar 
until more than 500 years after His 
death. It took another 500 years to 
ostablish the date of His birth as a 
starting point for the measuring of 
time for the civilized world. This 
process covering 1000 years, is linked 
with no man's name. 
“The world's history is silent as to 
how or why this mighty influence, 
running through 1000 years. finally 
placed the name of Jesus Christ upon 
the calendars of the nations. Only 
one name, which is above every name, 
has survived the attempts of men to 
write an enduring name on the world’s 
calendar. Only one figure has been 
plainly seen across the spaces of by- 
gone time.“

MILLIONS OF PILGRIMS ON THE LIFE 

JOURNEY PASSED ON TO GRAVE 

DURING THE YEAR. 

Rev, J. E. Fisher, who recently took 
up his duties as pastor of Newman 
M. E. Church, yesterday delivered a 
sermon on “The Lost Harvest.” Tae 
text from Jeremiah 8:20 was “The 
Harvest is Past, the Summer is Ended 
and Iam not Saved.“ He said in part: 
“Laziness in springtime means beg- 
gary in harvest. The cumulative pro- 
cess may be said to be the secret of 
the universe, the plan on which its 
whole organization has proceeded. The 
geologic times were times of stor- 
ing. It took six hundred thousand 
years to lay a coal bed. That was 
nature's leisurely way to store our 
cellars. The point to be noted is that 
tae development of the world’s riches 
synchronises in a subtle but perfectly 
exact way with man’s own develop- 
ment. It is precisely as he becomes 
rich inwardly he becomes rich out- 
wardly. The savage treads century 
ter century his wilderness. The civi- 
‘ised man comes along and finds in 
the wilderness an El Dorado. 

“Time is our opportunity to es- 
timate human life by the purpose to 
which it should be applied. The sun 
saines upon this side of the grave 
and then the curtain falls. Time is 
our workshop where we learn the 
trade of salvation or death. It is 
our store where we pursue the busi- 
ness that leads to failure or success. 
— is our farm—we till u well or fool- 


"Time is the housewife’s kitchen 
where she prepares food taat will last 
tarough eternity. Time is the teach- 
her pupils in divine lore. Time is 
her pupils in Divine Lore. Time is 
the loafer’s corner where he wastes 
his existence. It is the drunkard’s 
bar-room, a place of revelry prepara- 
tory to an eternal revelry. 

“Take an illustration from the crip- 
tured idea as a journey. We are pil- 
erims as our father were, having no 
continuing city—ever on the move— 
s0ing along not alone, but in a 
migaty caravan like the pligrims on 
their way to Mecca, an endless pro- 
cession of human beings, marching to 
the grave from which no traveler 
ever returns. 

“What a countiess throng of human 
beings have been marching across 
the narrow plane of earthly existence 
during tae past year. No less than 
21,000,0000 of probationers since the 
first day of January 1911 have gone 
down to the grave and into eternity. 
Place them in a long array and they 
will make a moving column of more 
than 1300 to each mile of the world’s 
circumference. Think of it. Ponder 
upon these astounding computations. 
What a spectacle to angels and to 
men, as they move on, tramp, tramp, 
forward upon this stupendous dead 
march. Nearly ten thousand souls 
in this vast cavalcade drop out dying 
each day of the year. 

How saort is human life, the very 
breath which frames my words accel- 
lerates my death. And yet, between 
two breaths what crowded mysteries 
lie, the first short gasp, the last and 
long drawn sich.”

‘ity is held in the name of Christians 

—followers of the meek and lowly 
Jesus, the Son of man who did not 
ven possess a place on which to lay 
is head. Jesus Christ did not teach 
socialism. But He emphatically did 
each stewardship of property. He 
lid teach that if any man would come 
ifter Him he must ‘deny himself, and 
ake up his cross." The Christian peo- 
“le of Los Angeles must use their 
»roperty, of which to the uttermost 
nenny they are but stewards of God, or 
he rising tide of protest against un- 
mtural and unbrotherly conditions 
will sweep away their possessions as 
in a flood.

The sea ts the breeding place for rough 
men of simple and heroic souls. Incidents 
‘of wmrecorded courage and self-sacrifice take 
place every day along our eastern and 
western seaboards among the many whose 
trade is on the great waters.

Such a thrilling tale of rescue has just 
been recorded from Block Island, when the

total wreck. As an example of the daunt- 
less spirit that animates our maritime peo- 
ple when human life is at stake, the story 
af the rescue of the twelve wrecked sailors 
is almost without an equal. Four times the 
lifeboat was launched and four times was 
it capsized by the terrific waves and the 
crews cast back half-strangled onto ihe 
sands. At every attempt to fre a lifeline 
to the doomed vessel a sixty-mile gale 
drove back the shots into the very mouth 
of the gun. 

In spite of these repeated failures, when 
Capt. Peal of the Block Island Life Saving 
Station called for four volunteers to man 


another boat in a last desperate attempt to | 


reach the helpless crew on the half-sub- 
merged schooner, every lifesaver on the 
beach volunteered for the service. Theif 
pluck and perseverance were finally re 
warded, for they brought the half-frozen vie- 
tims of the storm safely to shore. 

Such a noble devotion to their fellow- 
men as was displayed by these brave life- 
savers on Block Island is a rebuke to the 
pessimists and the belittlers of human good- 
ness. It proves the love and courage in- 
nate in every normal human heart.

SCIENCE NOTES. 

Heated as has been the controversy re 
garding the true nature of bacteria, science, 
in the light of the latest investigations, 
seems still unable to decide whether they 
are plants or gnimals, says Current Litera- 
ture. The bacteria, writes Dr. W. D. Frost 
of Madison, Wis., in “Microbiology,” were 
first described as animalcula. To the popu- 
lar mind, he says, they are usually animals 
or “bugs.” It is difficult to determine their 
exact relation to life in general. The dif- 
culties are so great that some scientists, in- 
cluding Haeckel, would create a new king- 
dom, call it “Protista,” and put in it some 
* the lower plants and animals which are 
difficult to classify, together with the bacte- 


ria. This view, however, is not a very popu- 
lar one and the attempt is usually made to 
trace the relationship of bacteria to well- 
known representatives of the plant and ani- 
mal kingdoms. The bacteria are undoubt- 
edly, this student of the subject says, more 
closely related to the blue-green algae than 
to any other forms of life. They resemble 
these organisms in form, method of repro- 
duction and absence of definite nucleus, It 
is quite impossible to decide, moreover, 
whether some forms are blue-green algae or 
bacteria. On the other hand, there are 
some points of resemblance between the 
bacteria and the protozoa. Spore formation, 
similar to that among the a, occurs 
among some of the protozoa. Yet physio- 
logically the bacteria are qvite closely re- 
lated to the fungi. ‘No wonder then that 
one of the renowned authorities upon bacte- 
ria, Mueller, said long ago: “The difficul- 
ties that beset the investigation of these 


microscopic animals are cumplex. The sure’ 


and definite determination of species re- 
quires so much time, so much of acumen of 
eye and judgment, so much of perseverance 
and patience, that there is hardly anything 
else so difficult.” And if some investigat- 
ors have found it difficult to decide whether 
bacteria are plants or animals, others find 
a growing difficulty in classification. A 
great many systems have been 

but many of them are untenable. 


Dr. William Furnace, a famous psycholo- 
gist of Wallingford, Pa., after two years’ 
work, bas succeeded in educating two Afri- 
can chimpanzees to such a high point that 
they can talk and have most remarkable 
reasoning powers. To further hia investi- 
gations Dr. Furness is breeding the chim- 
panzees, having brought a male from Bor- 
neo for the purpose. He proposes to ascer- 
tain if the offspring will retain the intelli- 
gence to any degree of the female of the 

y. 
The chimpanzees have been on the estate 
of Dr. H. H. Furness, father of the paycholo- 
gist, for two years, and have been daily un- 
der personal instruction until the animals 
have attained a degree of mentality sur- 
passing a large percentage of delinquent 
children. The experiments have proved that 
the monkey and chimpanzee have a brain 
capable of logically discriminating objects, 
and that the lower animals, when properly 
trained, utilize the functions of the brain 
and really think. 
owned by Dr. Furness 
are kept in light, airy cages, are well fed 
and enjoy extended privileges of the home. 
Since their early days they have Been con- 
stantly in companionship with human de- 
ings, and thus removed from copying the 
attributes of their own relatives. They 
have been constantly talked to, petted and 
practically been members of the family.

TAKING HIS TIME 
TO FORM A CABINET. 

{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 31.—-Fung 
Chi Yau, a young Chinese editor, who 
recently returned to the Orient from 
San Francisco and who has been 
mentioned as one of the posible min- 
isters in the Cabinet of President 
Sun Yat Sen, sent a cablegram from 
Shanghai today to Tong King Ching, 
secretary of the Chinese Nationai 
Association of America, stating it 
would take several days before Dr. 
Sen would decide upon the make-up 
of his ministry. Fung made no ref- 
erence to his own chances. The 
Chinese Six Companies here are pre- 
paring for a celebration in China- 
town in honor of the new republic 
to be held a week from Sunday. The 
Cabinet of the republic of China has 
been tentatively selected as follows, 
according to cable advices received to- 
night by representatives of the Chin- 
ese Six Companies from the provi- 
sional government at Nanking: Pre- 
mier, Gen. Li Yung Heng; Depart- 
ment of War, Wong Hing; Interior, 
Tong Fai Leong; Navy, Admiral Sah 
Chen Ping; Foreign Affairs, Wu Ting

RESIDENT SUN 
PAVES THE WAY. 


DEVOTES YEARS PREPARING 
FOR CONTINGENCY. 


The Republic of Chima has been 
proclaimed, and with remarkable 
unanimity, Dr. Sun Yat Sen, a refu- 
gee, who has just landed at Shang- 
hal, and an aJroit statesman ot 
proven ability, has been called to 
preside over its destinies. Sun is the 
surname, anl Yat Sen, without a 
hyphen, are his given names 

President Sun is not a new figure 
in Culnese pclitics. Next to the Im- 
perial Premier, Yuan Shai Kai, he 
is probably the best known charac- 
ter in the vast realms of ancient 
Cathay. Born in the great city of 
Canton, near the small but strong 
British province of Hong Kong, he 
early had opportunity to study the 
enlightened administration of at- 
Cairs in a British dependency, and 
to imbibe the spirit of freedom pre- 
vailing among its citizens. 

Having the advantage of a liberal 
education, acquiring sufficient wealth 
to be independent of his honorable 
profession, he soon developed an 
aptitude for statecraft, and became a 
recognized force in local politics. His 
temperament was such that he 
promptly joined progressive’ spirits 
with liberal views, and soon became 
leader among them. 

In 1895 he planned a rebellion 
against the government at Peking, 
or rather against the corrupt and 
autocratic methods of the powerful 
dowager empress. He and his fol- 
lowers were arrested and imprisoned, 
and some of them put to death. Dr 
Sun would have shared their fate 
had he not by the connivance of 
the local officers escapel to Hong 
Kong where he was protected as 4 
political refugee. — 

SOJOURNS IN EUROPE. 

From Hong Kong he took passage 
for Europe and spent some time in 
Republican France. but a much 
longer period under the constitu- 
tional government of Breat Britain. 
In both these countries he met and 
addressed the bright Chinese stu- 
dents who had gone abroad to finish 
their liberal education on the un- 
derlying principles of western civili- 
gation. 

These students and other  intelli- 
gent Chinese travelers whom he 
came in contact with became imbue. 
with Dr. Sun’s republican ser 
ments, and believing that China was 
about ready to throw off the yoke 
of imperialism, they conducted a 
vigorous correspondence with their 
friends and sympathizers in the 
Fiowery Kingdom. While tarrying 
in England a price of $500,000 was 
set on the head of Dr. Sun, but his 
|} countrymen abroad safeguarded him 
with jealous care. ° 

Later he visited Japan, Singapore 
and Hawaii, stirring up a strong sen- 
itiment for revolution among the Chi- 
nese in those countries. Returning to 
America, he stayed a considerable 
time in California, watching, and to 
some extent directing the movements 
of the revolutionary leaders. When he 
perceived that the time was ripe for 
a concerted movement for the over- 
throw of the government at Peking, 
his republican adherents openly de- 
clared their purpose and at the same 
time organized an effective army. The 
people of the southern provinces 
sprang to arms with wonderful una- 
nimity, to the astonishment of the 
home and foreign governments, for it 
was generally imagined that the great 
mass of the Chinese people were mori- 
bund, incapable of acting with a sin- 
gle impulse and with energy. 

POWERS SPECULATE. 

When the insurrection began, for- 
elen powers indulged in speculations 
on the disruption of the empire, and 
promptly assigned among themselves 
such portions of the territory as 
would best serve their purposes. Japan 
would absorb Manchuria; Russia, 
Mongolia alodg the Siberian border; 
Germany, Shantung and the northern 
provinces around Peking; Great Brit- 
ain, Shanghai and the other populous 
cities in the Yang-tse Kiang Valley 
and perhaps the coast cities down to 
Canton, and France, the provinces wa- 
tered by the Yunnan. It was a pleas- 
ing prospect, but was not to be re- 
alized. 

Instead of being disrupted, the most 
populous portions of the empire were 
more thoroughly unified than they 
had been for centuries. An army of 
ardent republicans was quickly or- 


nized, tens of thousands of earnest 
— trooped to it, and resolved 


to endure all its hazards and conse- 
quences. 
The government was awed; 
nations looked on in wonder; hun- 
dreds of millions of Chinamen were 
suddenly animated by one pu 
the establishment of a republic It 
was such a sight as the civilized world 
had never witnessed. Considering the 
numbers involved, the singleness of 
purpose manifested, the energy and 
speed of the uprising, all previous 
movements of the kind in the world’s 
history seem petty. 

GIANT IS ROUSED. 
The sleeping giant suddenly awoke 
to the realities of life, ‘stretched its 
powerful arms, tossed its head, doffed 
its hereditary queue, and strode forth 
with a tread that shook the land from 
border to border. 
But where was Dr. Sun Yat Sen all 
this time? His genius was engineer- 
ing the whole movement from this 
side of the water. When the psycho- 


trusty followers in America and Eu- 
rope stepped from a trans-Pactific 
steamship to the landing at Shanghai 
where he was awaited, and he was at 
once proclaimed President of the pro- 
visional government. It was a sig- 
nal event in his career, and it was a 
most auspicious event for the great 
Chinese nation.

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HE LOS ANGELES AQUEDUC T. upon 8 will be the longest 3 in we world. The total length of the 
"system from the intake in the Owens Valley to the outlet in the San Fernando Valley is 240 miles. It is designed to carry the 


snow waters of the Sierra Nevada Mountains across the Mo! jave Desert, beneath the Sierra Madre range and into the city of 
Los Angeles. The project includes the building of six great reservoirs, four of which are BOW under construction, It will carry about 


ten times as much water as all the aqueducts of Rome combined. 


The cost is computed at $24,500,000, which includes the purchase of all water-bearing lands, water rights, rights of way and 
preliminary engineering. This amount, however, does not include the cost of power development and power distribution. 


tie Aqueduct i is a public work that will be completed within the estimate of 824. 500,000 for which the city has bonded itself. 
This forecast is based on the cost of the work now completed. 


The project was inaugurated in the fall of 1904. The plans of the Board of Water Commissioners were made public July 1 
1905. The first issue of Aqueduct bonds, to the amount of $1,500,000, to be devoted to the acquisition of lands and water rights ‘and 


for preliminary engineering investigations, was authorized September 7, 1905. The second issue of bonds to the amount of $23,000,000,

head had not been presented on a silver platter, in-

plate of Desmond, the commissary contractor. 

Now, after all, it was not out of the usual, this thing 
that Johnson and the Greek had done. Johnson, Giogi 
the Greek and O'Shaughnessy formed three members 
of a concrete gang which followed a steam shovel as 
it dug ite way across the desert. And every man 


earned his $2.50 per day, earned it by the sweat of his 


labor that was as honest as the government coin with 
which he was paid, but in addition there came to the 
gang a reward in the shape of a bonus in which each 
participated at the end of every ten days if more 
than an average amount of progress had been made. 
The amount of the bonus was determined by the ex- 
tra amount of work accomplished. It was co-operation 
first between the city and hs employees and after that 
co-operation between the men themselves. Drones 
delay progress. O'Shaughnessy was a drone. The 
workers drove him out. In a way, the well defined 
purpose and intelligence of this gang (as well as 100 
other gangs along the aqueduct) to work, might be 
denominated as Maurice Maeterlink in his “Life of the 
Bee” has defined it— The Spirit of the Hive.” 
Further on, I shall tell you of the miles and parts 
of miles of aqueduct that have been marked off in the 
years and days and hours since the long, snaky thing 
of grayish white began to push itself through the 
desert, under mountains and up and down canyons, 
but just here let me take up the factors that have 
made the great rapidity of the work possible. 

First, on this long water course of 250 miles, there 
is only one contract for ten miles of comparatively 
easy work. The remainder is done by the city. The 
results? Saving in contractors’ profits, quicker work, 
surer and better workmanship. Boston, by studying 
the costs of her public works, demonstrated beyond 

argument that when she did her own construction it 
cost one and one-fourth times the amount for which 
the contractor had put in his bid. Los Angeles has 
done her own work, with her own men under her own 
engineers for less than three-fourths of what the con- 
tractors said they could do it for. 


NO POLITICS. 


Los Angeles is building her new water works as 
she has conducted her present water system—without 
politics. Politics does not enter into the purchase of 
machinery and supplies, it neither gains nor loses any 
man his position, from laborer to chief engineer. The 
organization is composed of young men directed by 
experienced engineering knowledge of what thing is to 
be done and how it shall be best accomplished. 

At the completion of the project, the city will have 
salable commodities in water and electric power. The 
sooner the aqueduct is completed, the socner can this 
water and power be placed on the market and the 
revenues accrue from the sale thereof. Therefore the 
city will profit largely in shortening the time of con- 
struction. And so under the bonus system, the city 
recognizes the financial value to the municipality of 
unusual progress and is willing to divide the profits 
with the men engaged in hastening the enterprise to 
completion. 4 

These have been the big factors in the successful 
management and construction of the aqueduct. 

Now, let's see the results. Let's slap on an old felt 
hat and put on our boots and our khakis, then follow 
the line where steel hammers clang and steam shovels 
chug all day long. , 

The city turned out its pockets in the summer 
1907 and bonds for $23,000,000 was the result. Aq 
duct construction did not begin immediately as the 
result of bonds for that amount being voted. There 
was a long period of fourteen months in which the 
city was preparing for the building. Work was begun 
on the Elizabeth tunnel in October, 1907, but the 
_ progress was  tediously slow because drilling 
machinery and mechanical equipment had yet to be 
purchased and put in the field. So January 1, 1908 
showed only 595 feet of actual excavation accom- 
plished. In October of that year, however, the pre- 
liminary construction had been completed, roads had 
been scooped out of the mountainsides, water had 
been piped throughout the aqueduct zone, power- 
houses and transmission lines awaited the turning of a 
switch, machinery was in place for tunnel boring and 
camp after camp was springing up on the Mojave 
Desert like mushrooms after an April rain. There was 
the magic thrill of anticipation. By the first of No- 
vember, the great work was on in fifty different places. 


rut SPEED RECorD.” * * 


On January 1, 1909, the record showed that nine and 
one-half miles of aqueduct had been excavated, and 
the promise was made by William Mulholland, chief 
engineer, that in the twelve months to follow, the 
progress would be fifty miles—four and one-sixth 
miles per month or 733 feet per day. By June 30 of 
that year the excavation had been increased to 36.5 
miles and on the first day of 1910 there was sixty- 
seven miles of opened tunnel and conduit. Six 
months later this had been increased to 102 
miles and at the beginning of 1911 the records read 
121 miles. In this last half of 1910, it must be remem- 
bered that in the spring of that year the force had 
been disorganized because of a failure to sell bonds, 


debris to the surface and the men to an 


not far in the rear of the steam shovels and 130 miles 
of aqueduct was then ready for service. By November 
1, the excavation had been extended to 163 miles and 
was being pushed forward at the rate of 3.9 miles per 
month. Of the 146 miles excavated, 128 miles had 
been lined with concrete and was ready to carry water. 
Now mind you, the easiest part of the work is that 
part yet unfinished. The aqueduct engineers. were 
much like the youngster who was required at mea) 
time to eat everything placed on his plate and who 
always started on the edibles that he lked least in or- 
der that he might enjoy the dainties at the last. 


— — 
TUNNEL WORK. 
Tunnel work under normal conditions is the slowest, 
most dificult and costliest form of excavation. The 
aqueduct engineers went at tunnel boring first. There 


26.870 feet to less than 100 feet in length and their 
aggregate length is 42.9 miles. At the time this is 
being written, only a fraction of a mile remains to be 
excaveted and New Years Day should see the aque 
duct bureau's tunnel work out of ihe way. 

Alorz the rim of the San Francisquito Canyon, the 
power bureau has the construction of nearly nine 
miles of tunnels with that veteran underground work- 
er, John Gray, directing affairs. When | saw Gray on 
the ie the first of August, he had finished his moun- 
tain roads, his machinery was perched high along the 
side of the mountain and de was opening tunnels at 
a dozen points. Busy as a cranberry merchant? 4. 
Gray had the proverbial huckster backed off the boards 
and dying of ennui. | 

“The general says to me, ‘Open up on her, Gray,’ 
he told me as if in confidence, “Fifty thousand dollars 
a month to be expended on underground work alone, 
I'll finish this in a year.” And Gray will. 

Gray was the general who with his well drilled 
forces attacked the Coast Range from the north side 
in the famous three and one-half years of boring the 
Elizabeth tunnel; 26,870 feet through a solid mountain 
wall, that tunnel is, and because of the record Gray 
made in that struggle there will be many a job wait- 
ing for bim when the city can no longer find work 
for him to do. He is the kind of man who never 
asks his men to take a risk pt which he himself is 
afraid. If there's danger in a hole, Gray goes in first. 

Superintendent Aston with three of the finest tunnel 
crews ever banded together was working from the 
south side of the range. Between his men and those 
of Gray there was an intense rivalry as to who would 
first cross the middle point of the tunnel. In the last 
few days of February, Gray’s men struck a water 
pocket and were forced to flee for their lives. When 
the water had been pumped out to a depth where 
arms and shoulders were free, Gray’s miners were 
back again at the face of the tunnel with their drills. 
Gray, in hip boots and a slicker, and waist deep in 
water, was with them. For two days and a night 
he worked and cat-napped in that hole under the 
mountain. 

2 ee 
FIRST ACROSS THE LINE. 

Aston's men crossed the line first and fired the blast 
which opened the path beneath the range, but the fault 
was no part of Gray and his men. Throughout the 
1240 days boring went on continuously. The tunne! 
forces in each camp numbered 100 men; three sh“; 
of twenty miners and muckers, the remainder surface 
men in the machine and blacksmith shops and on the 
dump. Of the miners, one shift relieved another at 
the end of every eight hours. To show. the remank- 
able precision with which this tunnel was driven, 
when the debris had been cleared away and the 
measurements taken it was found that these men 
working from opposite sides of the mountain had 
driven the tunnels so precisely that at their junction 
they were within 144 inches in alignment and five 
eighths inches in grade—errors so slight that they 
could be detected only with engineering instruments. 
When work was started on the Elizabeth tunnel. 
the United States thirty-day record for boring in hard 
rock was 449 feet. Before this tunnel was finished, 
the record was repeatedly broken and in April, 1910, 
the figures advanced to 604 feet, the honor falling to 
Aston's men. In instances of high footage, each man 
on à crew earned in addition to his daily wage as 
high as $50 a month as a bonus, which represented his 
participation in the city’s profits by having the work 
done at the earliest possible moment. And as an aid: 
the city furnished the most modern machinery. The 
long chamber was brilliantly lighted and ventilated 
with electricity which also furnished the motive power 
for the trolley system of railways that transported the

Boring of the other long tunnels of the aqueduct 
was accomplished in much the same way and under 
the same conditions as those d om the Eliza- 
beth. | 
CONDUIT CONSTRUCTION. 
Conduit building is done much more rapidly, easily 
and cheaply. Steam and electric shovels are the 
giants which have performed the miracies in this 
phase of aqueduct building. The man who invented 
the power shovel and those who have developed it to 
its present high efficiency revolutionized water works 
construction, Each shovel is the equivalent of 150

a hard rock tunnel, a good twenty-four hours’ work 
is from ten to twenty feet, but with a steam shevel 
an average day of eight hours work im conduit will 
kantze all the way from seventy-five to 125 feet. They 
are heavy, cumbersome mechanical contrivances, yet 
under the direction of a skilled operator, work with 
almost the precision of a human hand. 

For some miles the course of the aqueduct lies along 
the side of a mountain Ganked deep with soil. One of 
these shovels was hauled on its own wheels for ninety 
miles in tow of two caterpillar engines, then taken te 
pieces, hoisted 1200 feet up the mountainside by 
means of an aerial tram, erected and started at its 
task. When the excavation was completed, it was 


again taken to pleces, lowered to the floor of the 
at another point. This steam shovel weighed 96,006 


In the wake of these power shovels, follow the 
carpenters who set up the forms over and around 


which is later poured the plastic mass of sand, gravel, - 


cement and water called concrete. This mixture, after 
a certain definite period of time, hardens until it has 
all the characteristics of stone in the cover of the 
3 the concrete is reinforced with wire mesh and 
square twisted steel bars one-half to fiveeighths of an 


inch in thickness, laid from six to eighteen inches 


apart, depending on conditions. Wherever water is 
to be had in sufficient quantities, the aqueduct is 
dammed with sacks of earth and filled to the brim, 
in order to test it. Percolation and seepage loses are 
expeeted and are provided for by engineers in their 


estimates, but so far as the tests have been conducted, 8 


the soundness of the construction of the big ditch has 
exceeded the sanguine expectations of its builder, Wik 
liam Mulholland. 17 

At twenty-three different points a way has been de 
vised for carrying the water across canyons and wide 
valleys, which range from a few hundred feet to more 
than two miles in width. The engineers knowledge of 
the uses of steel gives him the power to overcome 
these obstacles. Coming to the rim of a deep depres 
sion, the water will be shot down one side and up the 
other in a great inverted steel siphon. These steel 
mains range from nine to eleven feet in diameter and 
will have an aggregate length of fourteen miles. The 
thickness of the steel.will vary from one-fourth to one 
and one-eighth of an inch, depending upon the pressure, 
With the exception of a short length of pressure pipe fm 
use at Niagara Falls, no siphons of the size and cs 


pacity required by the aqueduct were in existence, 


For many months engineers worked at computstions 
of the thickness, tensile strength and character of 
steel required, and then the cheapest and most feas 
ible methods of installing it. ; 

Three of the smaller steel siphons have been com- 
pleted and tested; the two longest, the Soledad 
Canyon and the Antelope Valley siphons, are now um 
der construction and the others will be started shortly. 

MAKING THE SIPHONS. 

The sections of these siphons are manufactured in 
eastern steel foundries. The plates are rolled and 
punched for the rivets; an inspector, representing the 
city of Los Angeles, watches the manufacture, tests 
and places his O. K.“ on each plate. The sheet is 
given a number and a drawing is then made showing 
its exact location in the completed siphon together 
with the placing of every rivet. Six of these plates 


form a carload which ts sent to its destination on the 


desert, where the drawing has already preceded it. 
Hauled from the railroad by six-mule teams, it is un- 
loadéd at the bottom of the canyon and from there is 
hoisted by an aerial tram to ita predetermined place on 
the canyon wall. Here mechanics rivet it into place. 

Yet another class of construction is to be found in 
Owens Valley, where for twenty-one miles the aque 


duct takes the form of an open, unlined canal. Here 
dredges.

COST-KEEPING. 


One of the phases of building the aque 
duct, and by the way, a feature to which little or no 
publicity has been given, is the cost-keeping depart- 
ment or bureau. Under the charge of O. E. Clemens, 
this department keeps the most minute and detailed 
records of all labor and material entering into the 
construction. The charges for oil, powder, dynamite, 
cement, timber, steel, tools and a thousand other 
things are checked with the construction reports of 
the work as it is accomplished. Reports written or 
verbal over the long distance telephone are made to 
Mr. Clemens daily from every one of the forty-five 
camps along the line. Every ten days he issues @ 
tunnel, conduit, 
siphon, canal, concreting, etc; that has been accom- 
plished in that interval. At the end of every month 
there is issued a report of from forty to sixty pages, 
setting forth the progress of the preceeding thirty 
days, the total amount of work done, with the amount 
for which each superintendent and foreman is respon- 
sible. Added there is a complete tabulation of the 
unit cost of every piece of work. 


DONE INA YEAR. . 
When this appears, New Year’s Day, there should be 
170 miles of aqueduct excavated and 136 miles of that 
distance lined with concrete.

Eaton kept his vision to himself for twelve years for 
the reason that im 1892 when Los Angeles was a city 

60.000 and with water to spare his scheme was more 
— than a dream of Jules Verne. But in the 
fall of 1904.after Mulholland had searched for more 
than a year for a supply supplementary to that of the 
Los Angeles River and had failed in the finding of it, 
Baton broached his plans, Now Mulholland might have 
dismissed the whole idea of the project without even 
inspecting Eaton's valley and bis river in the Sierra 
by saying that even under the most favorable circum- 
stances, the great distance made such an undertaking 
out of the question. 

“| think I'd like to look at the thing,” he told the 
Board of Water Commissioners, whom he served in 
the capacity of superintendent and engineer, and 80 
with Eaton as companion and guide, be started over the 
little beaten trail that brought him finally to the river 
which flows from a broad cleft in the Sierra south ward 
into Owens Lake and there wastes its fullness by evapo 
ration in the desert heat. To reach the place of their

Rock Summit. Thence, with the mountains on their 
left growing in elevation as they traveled northward 
and as naked and barren as the desert on their right. 
they followed the rim of Salt Wells Valley ahd Rose 
Valley, pushed on through the Hafwee Meadows, skirt- 
ed the Owens Lake and reached the end of their quest. 

Eaten communicated his enthusiasm to Mulholland. 
As for courage, Mulholland has no need of it from any 
other man. Well-balanced self-confidence and the power 
to communicate it to others torm no small part of the 
man’s character. The forbidding mountain ranges and 
the long stretches of unmarked desert did not daunt 
him. Having become imbued, as had Eaton. with the 
certainty that Los Angeles must have a largety in- 
creased water supply and convinced as he was that the 
Owens River was the only available source, he dismissed 
from bis mind the seemingly unsurmountabdle obstactes.

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The Wonderful Physical H. eatures Of ti the Agueduct. 


FROM END TO END. 
OME West, my friend. and learn the value of a 
drop of weter. It is precious thing—the pearl 
without price. To bave conception of its worth, 
one must see the land athirst and feel the thirst oneself. 
Throughout the larger portion of the United States, 
each season brings iis perennial rainfall; sunshine is 
followed by storm and storm is sueceeded by sunshine 
But in the great Southwest the annual precipitation is 
confined to a few short months wherein nature is rarely 
‘generous with ber tears. It is a land that is always, 
always thirsty. 

Well within this semi-arid region, the Mission Fathers 
more than 4 century’ and a quarter ago laid the 
foundations for what is today the moderna city of Los 
Angeles. The water they required for domestic pur- 
poses and for irrigation they diverted from a shallow 
stream—the Los Angeles River—which finds its source 
in the Sierra Madre Range, flows through the San Fer- 
nando Valley and sometimes when in flood, reaches the 
Pacific Ocean. As the years passed, the pueblo gained 
the importance of a town, then a city and finally it be 
came the metropolis of the Southwest. 

With growth came the need of a larger domestic wa- 


ter supply and to furnish this the water was gradually 


withdrawn from the irrigation ditches. Little homes 
with their front lawns and their back door gardens took 
the place of orchards and vineyards. The entire sur- 
face flow of the river was turned into the water works 
mains but still the influx of population con and 
with population came the demand for more water. The 
private water company being unable to cope with the 
situation, the municipality purchased the corporation's 
properties and in February of 1902 began the purveying 
of its own water. Tunnels were now driven under the 
bed of the river at three different points to tap the 
subterranean flow: but even with this addition it was 


. seen that the supply, while then sufficient, must soon 


become inadequate.

which supplies the underground flow of the stream, the 
city enjoined the ranchers, through the courts, from 
pumping for irrigation even on their own lands. Con- 
sumption within the city was curtailed by the installa- 
tion of meters.

THE UNDERGROUND LEVELS. 

Despite these safeguards, investigators of the United 
States government found that the underground water 
levels in the Pacific Coastal Plain were slowly receding. 
For more than a decade, man had been drawing on the 
subterranean reservoirs of nature faster than she could 
replenish them. No near-by supplementary supply was 
obtainable. The waters of every stream flowing down 
the western face of the Coast Range had long ago been 
pre-empted either to support the life of other commu- 
nities or to fatten lands upon which flourished many 
groves of orange and lemon. 

Los Angeles in her search for more water was not 
moved through choice but was driven by necessity to 
seek her larger supply in the fastnesses of the Sierra 
Nevadas. This source is the Owens River. The public 
work now underway to carry the waters of this stream 
across the Mojave Desert, under the Coast Range and 
finally to the city’s gates is the most daring water 
works project of which history gives us any record. 
The total distance is 250 miles. When completed it 
will be the longest aqueduct in the world. The system 


) of storage and regulating reservoirs as an auxiliary to 


the aqueduct will equal or surpass the reservoir systems 
of the Far Kast. 

Having fixed firmly in our minds the causes that have 
brought about this public enterprise, let us investigate 
its various features. Firstly, where the Los Angeles 
River is capable of supplying 55,000,000 gallons a day 
under the favorable circumstances of years of average 
rainfall, the aqueduct will be able to deliver a minimum 
of 258,000,000 gallons every twenty-four hours. More- 
over by the system of regulating and impounding reser- 
voirs, the unused surplas of the rainy season will be 
stored so that the daily supply during the seven — 
months of summer (in which little or no rain falls) can 
be increased to more than 300,000,000 gallons daily. 
This flood at the present time finds its way a 
the Owens River and into Owens Lake, an alkaline sink 
en the northern edge of the Mojave where it serves no 
man and no useful purpose.

BEGINNING OF THE AQUEDUCT. 


‘Properly the aqueduct begins at the diversion of 
waters of the Owens River, eleven miles north of 
town of Independence in the Owens 1 . — 
elevation of the stream is 3812 feet above the level of 
sea. Approaching the diversion point from the north, 
one’s first view of the aqueduct is a broad thick wall 
of cement. In this.are set heavy gates of steel.

higher than the surface of Owens Lake and empties 
into the Haiwee Reservoir. This conduit has a capacity 
of more than 500,000,900 gailons per day. mach larger 
than the normal capacity farther to the south for the 
reason that the floods of the first warm days of early 
summer in the mountain snow flelds must be provided 
for. The Haiwee Reservoir will not only serve as a 
storage basin for these floods but it will clarify and 
regulate the flow for 133 miles below its gates. In 
Building this reservotr, the city’s engineers are simply 
adapting to their purpese what nature long ago aban- 
doned as being of no further use to her.. The reservoir 
site is a part of the old channel of the Owens River 
before some convulsion of nature raised the land a few 
miles to the north and created the present basin of the 
Owens Lake. The Haiwee reservoir site is exceedingly 
irregular in shape, having a maximum length of six and 
three-quarter miles and a maximum breadth of one and 
one-quarter miles. It will have an approximate capacity 
of 26,000,000,000 gallons. The dam now being thrown 
across the lower end of this old river cut will have a 
length of 1210 feet at the crest and a height of seventy- 
five feet. To prevent seepage, the engineers were 
forced to excavate to a depth of 130 feet in order to 
reach bed rock. This trench, eight feet wide, was then 
filled with puddied clay to form a solid and impervious 
wall,

ELECTRICAL ENERGY. 


In the production of electrical eneugy from the 
aqueduct’s flow, which will provide for an ultimate de 
velopment of 120,000 horse power, the plans of the 
Bureau of Power. provide for the erection of a power- 
house a short distance below this reservoir, the water 
being conducted from the big basin by a short tunnel 
and 10,260 feet of steel pressure pipe ten feet in 
diameter, then unto the water wheels. The power 
here developed will amount to 6150 horse. 

After having performed its work in the generation 
of power, the water will pass from the tail race of the 
power-house inte a closed conduit with a cover of re 
inforced concrete six inches in thickness and will not 
be again visible until it comes to a temporary rest in 
the Fairmont Reservoir at the northern base of the 
Coast Range, 133 miles distant. This long stretch of 
aqueduct forms one of the most difficult portions of the 
project. For the most part it is constructed high along 
the mountainsides, built of monolithic concrete eight 
inches thick and reinforced with steel to last the rav- 
ages of all time. The dimensions of the conduit vary 
greatly, being determined by the character of the con 
struction and the steepness of the grade, but we may 
say that the aqueduct on an average for the 132 niles 
is approximately seven to nine feet deen and from 
nine to twelve feet wide. Materials and machinery 
have been hauled from the railroad to their destination 
over mountain roads built solely for the purpose. Where 
road building has not been practical, electrical railways 
have been constructed and aerial tramways erected. 
Mile on mile of the aqueduct is in tunnel through solid 
rock- lined sides, arch and bottom with eight inches of 
concrete. Deep canyons are crossed by inverted steel 
siphons from nine to eleven feet in diameter resting 
upon piers of concrete. The Antelope Valley is crossed 
ip this manner. 

The Fairmont Reservoir has been constructed by clos 
ing the outlet of a natural basin at the northern foot of 
the Coast Range. This reservoir will reguiate the flow 
of water through the Elizabeth tunnel and will provide 
against the cleaning and repairing of the long line of 
aqueduct to the north. 


A GREAT FEATURE. 

As the greatest single —— ys of the aqueduct project, 
the Elizabeth tunnel, which provides the water's 
beneath the Sierra Madres, or Coast Range, is remark- 
able not only for the daring with which it was conceived 
but also for the rapidity with which the plans for its ex- 
cavation were consummated.

FINANCIAL DETAILS. 


At the outset of these operations, while the bonds 
had been issued, they were unmarketable at the 
moment. The panic of 1907 closed the doors of the 
money markets, banks were paying in specie, and gold 
was at a high premium. The State of California and 
local capitalists kept the work going by subscribing for 
an issue of $1,020,000 worth of bonds but this amount 
was expended before June, 1908, when even though the 
money market had bettered. the organization was 
jeopardized to the point of extinction for want of funds 
while the City Council sought vainly to come te some 
agreement as to how and to whom the bonds should be 
sold 


Again in 1910, the bond syndicate declined to cover its 
option on bonds remaining unsold excepting on terms 
that were at the cost of the city’s financial honor. To 
the proposal of the syndicate, Gen. Chaffee and his 
colleagues returned the answer that if they were coun- 
seled they would favor clesing down the work even 
to the extent of permitting a new generation to finish 
the task rather than obtain money under such onerous 
conditions. At the time of this latest financial trouble, 
the fighting organization of 4000 men was a human

farmers in Eastern States who have discovered they 
cannot raise a good crop of corn because of exhausted 
soil, is growing every day. Each year sees a shortage 
in corn, and hence a corresponding shortage of hogs. 
The great eastern wheat and corn belts are rapidly 
becoming exhausted soil regions. Witness the num- 
ber of colonists coming West every year because they 
have at last been convinced that the old homestead 
in the East is not up snuff any longer on the pro- 
duction of “whopping” big crops. Raise a million 
bushels of wheat on a given area of land, raise it 
steadily year in and year out like our eastern wheat 
growers have done for the last forty years, and it is 
evident the land does not improve under such treat- 
ment. The soil loses its fertility. goes barren of plant 
food, and the yield per acre drops down to ten or 
bushels, an amount far from profitable. 


ESTERN LANOS. 


In the face of this serious problem which is trou- 
bling the farmers of the East, the West suddenly 
awakens to the importance of its position. A shortage 
in wheat or corn has a definite bearing on the alfalfa 
industry. It signifies to the western alfalfa grower 
that he must get busy and produce more alfalfa, that 
he must plant indefinitely more acreage to this forage 
crop. If the West had all its available alfalfa land 
planted there would be no shortage in hogs. Our 
lands have not supported a half century's growth of 
wheat, corn or potatoes; they are practically un- 
touched by the plow. There is nearly as much un- 
reclaimed land available for cultivation in California 
today as there is already under cultivation. The East 
must turn to the West to seek its salvation. : 

The incredulous person objects: “Why do not east- 
ern farmers plant great extents of new land to wheat 
and corn?” 

The answer ie, there isn't any new land to be had, 
at least the kind that will grow representative crops 
of wheat and corn. 

The objector will finally admit that ft is for the 
West to. make up the deficiency. But as a last resort 
he will ‘spring this question: “If it is true eastern 
farmers have met with an effective check in wheat. 
and corn growing because of depleted soil, how about 
the West? Is it not logical to believe the West will 
experience a similar check? That all its rich lands 
will eventually become exhausted as they have oe 
come exhausted in the East?” , 

No. We will not let them become exhausted; we 
wid plant alfalfa on them. 

He replies: “That is no answer at all. People can 
not eat alfalfa. And if cattle and dairy products, 
raised on the alfalfa patch, are pointed out as the 
future food for the many, that is absurd, because we 
must bare something else to eat besides beef and 
cheese. We must have cereals; we must have bread. 
Bread is the staff of life.”

This may seem a mystery. The clew to the mystery 
is contained in the instruction which the Agricultural 
Department of the Federal government gives to the 
alfalfa grower: Plant alfalfa in rotation with other 


In order to understand how it is possible for alfalfa 
to renew an old soil with fertility one must know 
what a leguminous plant jis, and also its action upon 
the soil in which it grows. „ 


NITROGEN ABSORBERS. 2 


Alfalfa, like clover, lima beans and peas, belongs 
to a family called leguminous. Such plants have the 
remarkable power of absorbing large supplies of 
nitrogen from the air, and then. after the process of 
absorption is ‘completed, the plant imparts to the soil 
through its roots a steady supply of nitrates. Thus 
the soil is constantly being fertilized by the countless 
plants which are growing in it. On the other hand, 
although the alfalfa adds nitrates to the soil, it is a 
heavy consumer of certain other elements of soil fer- 
tility like phosphoric acid and potash. These may 
be supplied in the form of commercial or barn-yard 
fertilizers. 

As to rotation, the Department of Agriculture sug- 
gests that this be done after this fashion: If the 
alfalfa grower is operating on a small scale and only 
has, say a hundred acres of land, let him divide his 
hundred acres in half. Let him plant fifty acres to 
alfalfa, giving it the best of care and attention so as 
to be sure of a good stand. The remaining fifty acres 
he will plant to corn or potatoes. In two years the 
alfalfa will be in flourishing condition, yielding as high 
as seven or eight tons to an acre annually. The farmer 
will cultivate his alfalfa for three years. During that 
time he will grow three crops of corn or potatoes. 
Here is the turning point in the rotation scheme. The 
alfalfa field will be broken up, and instead of alfalfa, 
perhaps corn, potatoes, or possibly wheat, will be 
planted. The other fifty-acre field, which may have 
become slightly exhausted through supporting a soil- 
taxing crop for three consecutive seasons, will be ait 
once improved through the planting of alfalfa. In 
this way the farmer is sure of as profitable returns, 
if not greater, than what he would have received 
from any one crop. Contrast this splendid plan of 
systematic rotation with the highly unscientific method 
of the eastern farmer who grew “bumper crops” for 

SOIL FOR IT. 

Alfaifa is peculiarly adapted to the West. Land in 
California, Colorado and other Western States has 
the right soil physically and chemically. Excessively 
humid climates are not conducive to the rapid growth 
of alfalfa. It will stand any amount of cold, but it 
will not mature in a heavy clay soil. In the eastern 
climate, where there is so much moisture, the soil is 
amt to be sour—a condition which does not injure 
wheat or corn, but is detrimental to alfalfa. Also 
land there is generally soggy and poorly drained. 
Alfalfa is peculiarly adapted to arid or semi-arid 
climates. 

Whereas all the States furnish one or more condi- 
tions favorable to the growth of alfalfa, the extreme 
Western States fulfill every condition required for its 
growth. A line drawn perpendicularly down the cen-

THE RIGHT START. 2 


When asked the question how they succeeded where 
others failed, progressive California growers reply: 
“My success was the result of long experience.” The 
alfalfa grower, more than any other farmer, must 
make a thorough study of sofl and climatic conditions 
before sowing an ounce of seed. In preparing the seed 
bed be must be painfully careful to get the land level 
and the surface soil perfectly pulverized. He must 
take into account the heavy rains of the winter season 
which may wash out the seed. He must know whether 
er not his land is plentifully supplied with lime, as 
this is essential to the growth of alfalfa.

ARLEY takes first place in California. The output 

of 1910 was conservatively estimated at 971,900 

tons, which was 221,900 more than was produced 

in 1909. The value of the crop was $19,000,000, which 
far exceeded the value of any other cereal grown in 
the State. The agricultural statistics for 1911 have 


not been given out as yet, but it is safe to say that; 


California's barley was worth $20,000,000 last year. 

A perceptible change in the cereal crop has been 
going on within the last few years, but it was not until 
1910 that the significance of. this change was under- 
stood. A steady increase in the acreage devoted to 
the cultivation of alfalfa necessitated the production 
of a larger amount of grain to assist in feeding in- 
creased numbers of live stock.

CARE IN SELECTION. 


How did she do it? The same principles of success 
hold good in this business as in any other—concentra- 
tion, interest, stick-to-itiveness. Unless you have these. 
it is useless to try to ranch, and these does Miss Reville 
possess. Care-in the selection of a location is the next 
big thing. To think that oranges will grow anywhere in 
Southern California is folly, but there are many sec- 
tions where the soil and climate are peculiarly adapted 
to orange growing, and these must be sought. There is 
in the center of the Covina orange district a mile or 
mere of rarely equalled orange soil’ and it is in this 
section that Miss Beville’s five acres are located. This, 
too, is in a frostiess belt, so the fears of frosted fruit 
are unknown to her. These conditions being ideal, 
there are three other essentials—careful management, 
an abundance of water, cultivation, etc., and work, hard, 
unceasing work. 

It is not any one thing in the actual care of the ranch 
that makes for success. Plenty of water, deep 
cultivation, carefal pruning, heavy fertilization, thorough 
fumigation are all equally essential. As soon as the crop 
was gathered, Miss Beville began the routine. Every 
month. during the summer and fall, the ground was 
thoroughly soaked. After that the cultivator shares 
were set deep into the rich. brown soll. As is the case 
when, surface cultivation alone has been carried on, the 
roots were too near the surface, and many were broken 


the first few times it was cultivated, but it was not 


long until they sought the deeper soil. 


The trees were full of dead wood, and suckers. Ap-| 


pearances pointed to the fact that they never had been 
pruned. They were carefully pruned, and began to take 
on new life at once. Early in the spring the trees were 
fertilized. Commercial fertilizer was used, twenty 
pounds to the tree. In the fall it was necessary again, 
using sixteen pounds of bone to four of potash. Besides, 
a cover crop was put on early in the fall. Fumigation 
was of course necessary. A year of this kind of care 
doubled the crop. Instead of 700 boxes, 1500 boxes were 
picked, a very appreciable and encouraging difference. 


Miss Beville says that one thing which makes orange 
growing so interesting and satisfying is that a grove 
responds so readily to proper care. Her grove has come 
up steadily from the first, and she has been most for- 
tunste in having-no setback of any kind. Having evi 
dGentiy discovered the correct method, she has followed 
the same programme each succeeding year, with but 
‘little change. One year sheep fertilizer with ten pounds 
of commercial to a tree was used, and while successful, 
the commercial is even more se. Miss Beville has never 
had her soll analyzed, for, since the fertiliser she used 
brought forth such splendid results, it evidently con- 
tains the ingredients the soil needs. Various cover 
crops have been tried, vetch and rve being found best. 
One year fumigation was neglected, and, as a result the 
fruit was smutty. the only year that such has been the 
case. But, in general. the same methods have been 
pursved yearly, until now the grove yields 2400 boxes, 
bringing in an average yearly income of $2906, and in a 
year or two $3000 will be realized. 

The expenses of this ranch average $600 annually. 
The fertilizer costs $200, water will average $50, team 
work $190, fumigation 5100, $50 for other expenses 
which may occur. 


HOE IN HAND. 


Miss Beville has not been content to ranch with her 
brains only, but bas gone into it enthusiastically with 
her hands as well. Hoeing weeds was her firet lesson 
in ranch work, and, nothing daunted by the difficulty of 


that task, she went on to irrigating. She has irrigated 


all alone for five days and nights in succession. That is 
usually considered an impossible feat for a woman to 
perform, but do it Miss Beville determined to; and 
do it she did. She learned to prune, and by the time 
the dead wood and suckers had disappeared from the 
last tree, she could handle the shears or saw with as 
much ease as a man. When the oranges hung. golden 
and ‘ripe in tle dark grees trees, it was her delight to 
take her place among the pickers. Fences went up 
under her hand; she even dug the post holes. Chicken 
coops and the barn bespeak of her workmanship. In 
fact. there is nothing she hasn't done about the ranch 
but ride the cultivator. 

Gardening has found a place in Miss Beville’s time. A 
ranch did not seem complete without vegetables and 
deciduous fruits, and while they do not necessarily 
go with orange ranching. they are a very valuable ad- 
junct. This has met with success equal to that of the

In point of money outiay for construc- 
tien work os Angeles stands fourth. after New York, 
Chicago and Philadeiphia. 

Thiré—Los Angeles is spending more money in 
great public improvements in anticipation of future 
necessities than any other city of its size in the 
tnited States. The results logically to be expected 
from the outlay for the harbor, the aqueduct, the good 
reads system, the power distribrtion plant. the mu 
nicipal railway and other great improvements paid for 
out of public funds are not to be calculated in mere 
figures. The impetus to be given this ¢ity by the 
opening of the Panama Canal cannot be measured 
even by present standards of prosperity. Although the 
value of the manufactured products in this city is now 
well over $100,900,000 a year, Las Angeles is indus- 
trially only in its infancy.

For the „ of those who a not realize 
the comparative magnitude of building operations in 
this city, statistics of eighteen cities of the United 
States which lead in construction activity are given in 
an accompanying table. (The figures are given up to 
November 1. In instances where the October figures 
have not been available liberal estimates have been 
made.) 

It will be seen that Philadelphia leads all other 
American cities in the number of permits issued for 
new building. boasting 14,862 permits for the ten 
months in question. New York City, with 10,477 per- 
mits to its credit, noses Los Angeles out of second 
place by exactly twenty permits. The Los Angeles 
total of 10.457 permits is greater than the record for 
any other year the history of this city. 

Seattle holds fourth place, that city having issued 
9808 permits. Chicago ts fifth with 9467 permits; Cin- 
cinnati sixth with 9400 permits, St. Louis seventh, 
with 7380 permits; Cleveland eighth with 6906 per- 
mits, and Portiand ninth with 6678 permits. Detroit, 
Minneapolis, San Francisco, Milwaukee, Kansas City. 
Pittsburgh, Buffalo, Raltimore and Newark follow in

Although it is the number of permits issued which 
really tells the story of the phenomena! construction 
activity in this city, Los Angeles stands above all 
other cities of anything near its size in the actual 
outlay for new buildings as well, occupying fourth 
place in the national column after New York, Chicago 
and Philadelphia. Other citles of twice the popula- 
tion of Los Angeles do not even approximate the ac- 
tivity of thie city in building. The fact that San 
Franciseo stands fifth in the list and Portland sixth 
speaks volumes for the general progress of the Pacific 
Coast as compared with the rest of the country.

The cost of living is high enough everywhere, but 


not high in Los Angeles as compared wit! other 
cities. As a matter of fact, living, on a strictly food 
and rental basis, is cheap here in comparison with 
many eastern cities. Taking New York as a basis 
of comparison, careful study would seem to indicate 
that the cost of rent here is only about 78 per cent. 
what it is im the metropolis and the cost of food 
only about 90 per cent. : 

The rental situation in Los Angeles is a peculiar 
one, owing to the climatic conditions and the prefer- 
ence of the inhabitants here for living in detached 
houses. This kind of living has been made possible 
here, in the face of the extraordinary gain in popula-. 
tion, by the liberal policy of expansion followed by 
the electric railway systems. Nowhere else in the 
country are there so many people who are paying for 
their own homes or who own them ontright. This 
condition, even in the face of the fact that over 500 
new houses are started here every month, tends to 
reduce the supply of detached hovses for rent and 
hence to keep rentals here rather high as compared 
with those in a few Middle Western cities. 

The comparison, however, is not apt, for in the 
Middle Western cities the renter is often a long dis- 
tance from his place of business, whereas here he 
may be but fifteen minutes out. Rents far out in Los 
Angeles, when, indeed, any house so situated is 
able for rent, are as cheap as they are anywhere. 
the East one who wants to live in a detached house 


The citizen of Los Angeles will be paying for his 
own home nine times out of ten on installments that 
are no greater than the monthly outlay for rent in 
the Fast or Middle West. | 

Apartment-house, hotel and seaming bene rentals 
here average about the same as those prevailing in 
San Francisco and are only about 80 per cent. as 
* as those charged in New York. The Lor Lor Angeles 


figures, everything considered, could probably — 
j be placed at 78 per cent. for living rentals in general. 

The real difference between living im a rented bum 
gaiow-in Los Angeles and existing in a closedin fiat 
or apartment in the average eastern city is not to be 
calculated in dollars and cents or percentages. The 
difference in the manner of living of the poor or only 
‘moderately well circumstanced family here and @ 
the slum dweller in New York is appalling. A fanilly 
in the poorer quarters of an eastern city often pays 
out in rents what a Loss Angeles Ia borer lays by as 
payments upon a pretty cottage of his own. 

FOOD COST LEAST. ~ ~ 

The year.round cost of food in Los Angeles. qual- 
ity and kind considered, is probably the lowest ia. 
any large American city. it is probably only about 
90 per cent. of that prevailing in New York. Market 
statistics carefully compiled bear this out. The alk 
year-around availability of fruits and vegetables fresh 
from the grove and trvck patch is the first thing that 
counts in favor of Los Angeles.

eastern city must scheme and plan and change his 
diet with the season to keep within the cost limit he 
can afford to pay for food stuffs. Here the market is 
compatatively steady and such scheming is unneces 
sary. 

Fresh meats are cheaper here than in New York, 
which must depend entirely upon the Chicago packer. 
Flour, eggs, cheese, lard and certain canned products 
are higher here than in some eastern cities. Staples 
average about the same. Potatoes are high here. 
Butter averages abott the same as in New Vork. 

With meat cheaper than on the Atlantic Coast, how- 
ever, and with fresh vegetables available at reason- 
able prices the year around, the question of food cost 
may easily be settled in favor of Los Angeles. It ia 
at least 10 per cent. cheaper here than in New York 
and 8 per cent. cheaper than in San Francisca Food 
costs a little less here even than in Cincinnati, Mu. 
wavkee, Detroit and Minneapolis, cities in the Middle 
West's great grain belt. 

The high cost of living fallacy as applied to mod 
ern, hustling. progressive Los Angeles should be e= 
ploded to stay exploded. —

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The Influence of the Mountains of California. 


VALUE OF THE RANGES. 


OUNTAINS are to landscape what imagination is 
to the mind. They raise the whole tone of the 
land which they grace, drawing dull, uninspired 

Wels and materialistic flats up over breezy foothills to 
their own noble, outlooking slopes until every plain 
within their influence has its upturned edges, that see 
over the workaday flat body into the poetical distances, 
where dreams are. 
In Southern California the influence of mountains is 
ly vital; their spirit enters silently into the 
' thought of every newcomer the domain of their ma- 
jestic influences, and quicken’ within him imagination, 
a blessed poasession of whose delights he may have been 
witerly unconscious until he looked on mountains. 
Probably few of us who dwell under this physically 
and apiritually stimulating influence of mountains ever 
stop to count the value of these ranges to Southern Call- 
fornia. Considered from either of these standpoints, the 
material or the spiritual, what would this coastal strip 
where now is the vast and famous garden of which Los 
„ Angeles is the capital, be worth without the guardian- 
ship of ite Sierras’? These mountains hold off the stalk- 
ing desert and its deadly blasts, they gather in the mists 
of the sea that otherwise would melt away uselessly 
into the arid wastes, and suckle us of the valley with 
their thus nourished breasts of snow; they send us down 
riches of timber and of refreshing airs when flat lands 
are all aewelter; they save for us spots where the 
enchantment of primeval nature and the living wild 
things may be still enjoyed but a few miles from our 
eities * gates; they give us that striking contrast of 
scenes th a single day’ trip that, more than any other 
one feature, has made Southern California famous among 
’ winter tourists; they throw vast, changing, imaginative 
pictures every day against the sky, teaching us and our 
little children to love and understand the beauty of form 
and color. And they offer every man of us who will 
come up into their immediate presence what no man of 
so commonplace fate and undiversified horizons can 
perience-—the mighty sensation of having con- 
— the earth and of holding it and all that there in 
is, under heel. For who, having tolled up mountain sides 
for dal a day suddenly to come out into the brilliant 
freedom of some peak of has not felt the over- 
/ whelming thrill of a world conqueror as, with a riot of 


vision, his eyes have seen everything that formerly con- 


cerned him, obstructed him, towered over him, now 
vastly below him? 

With a single reach and sweep of an arm—the arm 
that was as nothingness when outstretched in the 
depths bélow—he now spans what seems the whole 
purple and gold multitude of the world’s mountains clear 
down into the heart of the setting sun; encompasses 
the tawny, stinging desert, now gentle and unresisting, 
with his outstretched fingers; blots out with his spread 
hand the valley of men's habitations and strifes—for- 
merly, and again to be, but not now, his strifes—as 
they lie shrunken {o infinitesimal unimportance below 
his eminence; and creates or abolishes, with the raising 
or lowering of an eyelid, a harmless, beaten sea, lying in 
a swoon beneath velvety blue islands afloat in the 
opaque sky like dim realities suspended in the misty 
nothingness of dreams. What man with all this under- 
foot and glimpses of the mysteries beyond the edge of 
the world in his eyes, has not for that instant been 
gloriously deceived and felt himself the conqueror of the 
world, the overlord of the earth? 

With the opportunity of experiencing such rare ex- 
altations always withineeasy reach of the whole of Its 
great population, it is not strange that a region such as 
Southern California, dominated by mountains whose 
ultimate peaks overlook such a diversity of nature that 
the whole earth lies typified below these heights, is 
looked to to develop a broad and superior type of human 
mind. Of whatever worth Southern California is, what- 
ever material and artistic greatness it may achieve in 
the future, and whatever health of body and beauty of 
mind the region's sons and daughters may develop and 
impress upon the world, the chiefest influence toward 
these successes will be found to have been the moun- 
tains. The sea is a great and splendid influence in the 
life of Southern California, but the mountains are more 
vitally concerned in the combined spiritual and materia! 
development of the region even than the tremendously 
potent Pacific. 

The three moods of our mountains are these: 

Winter dashes the clouds suddenly into their faces. On 
that very day, witness a wondrous transformation. How 
magnificently the ranges rise up out of that dreamy, 
hazy lethargy of the somnolent autumn and leap into 
the sky, all alive, clean blue and sparkling white, every 
sensuous line abolished in a burst of cold, splendid ambi- 
tion! All the mysteries of misty veilings and purple 
languours are swept away by one mighty impulse of 
clear blue animation and clear white truth, and from 
their new mantle of snows there comes down inte the 
valleys the feel and the 8 of contest, of imminent 


big happenings. Then it is that man below senses the 
same snowy impulse and answers the mountains’ winter 

challenge with quickened step, enlivened mind, strength- 

ened purpose. The mountains valiantly stay the storms 

from falling on his habitations, and he works with a 

will, blessing them. 

Then, on a certain day, after many great, 9014 
thoughts have been flashed from their prominent brows, 
the mountains all at once lapse into a subtler mood 
which communicates itself to the human lives below 
as surely as if it were voiced forth in the spoken word. 


It is still a mood of wondrous blue, but it is not such an 


immediate, close-in blue; the ranges have lost the sharp, 
impelling lights of winter. They have withdrawn some- 
what, and sink back softly into the sky. The men in the 
valleys see, pausing as they have not done for months. 
that their mountains have relaxed under the quieting 
touch of summer and are stretching at ease, listening in 
sublime contentment to the play of their streams and 
the singing of their piney breezes. From the goodness 
of their vast hearts they let the waters frolic downwar! 
into the open heat, knowing that men must live on what 
mountains play with. Then it is—when these silvery 
suggestions come bybbling down—that the spirit of man 
tains now. Their lesson at this time is one of reverence. 
yearns to climb to those heights where, with one tri- 
umphant sweep of his newly envisioned eyes, he may 
scorn all the lowlands of the earth. In the summer time 
every true Californian’s heart is a-quiver with sierra 
passion. If he can, he goes up into his mountains, and 
is ever afterward a better man for the climb. 4 

Comes next the mystic mood of September and Octo- 
ber. Entrancing is the charm of the noble mountains of 
California in this autmun-time, when the peculiarly beau- 
tiful light of the year’s decline along the western sea- 
board illumines the translucent haze that is waftel from 
distant. forest fires and desert swirls, and there is that 
thoughtful expression of melancholy emanating from the 
peaks which gives the imaginative contours their mel 
lowest expressiveness. There is a note of finality, of 
withdrawal, in the mountains now. They give fort 
the suggestion of contemplation, introspection, perhaps 
prayer, before the winter’s ambitions are to be for 
warded again. This mood makes them seem very inti- 
mate to the humans who may venture among them dur. 
ing this period of filmy silence following on the sum- 
mer’s long but pleasant work of nursing the thir«ting 
regions below. Sacred oracles, almost, seem the moun- 
tains now, Their lesson at this time is one of reverence.

HERMIT LIVES. 

HE San Gabriel River, like most of tke rivers of 
California, runs bottom-side-up in the winter, and 
whereas in the earlier part of the season the 


— tourist drives wheel-deep through the rushing fords, now 


for many miles we follow the dry, boulder-strewn river 
bed. and encounter no water until many miles up 
the canyon. A Samson shorn of his strength was this 
stream, which but a few months ago roared and rushed 
and swirled wildly, tearing up great trees and destroy- 
ing strong bridges as it pounded its way to the sea. 

For the twentieth century tourist the San Gabriel 
Canyon—whether in summer or winter—will remain 
one of the grandest sights of Southern California. one 
without which a tour to this sunny Southland will be 
incomplete. More than 10,000 pleasure-seekers now 
find a way there every year, and there is now on foot 
an enterprise which will shortly swell that number to 
greater proportions. 


CANYON ROAD. 


Tile fa the construction of a canyon road. During 
the past five years some $12,000, contributed partly 
by the county and partly by private subscription, has 
been expended in permanently improving bits of road 
here and there; but this summer the time seemed ripe 

for an undertaking so vast in ite scope as almost to 
take away the breath. This is nothing less than 
abandoning the old road in the river bed and building 
a road on the mountain side well above thigh water 
level. The object is to keep the read on the right 
band side of the river, as one ascends, and thus 
avoid all crossing of fhe river, which is the thing that 
now prevents trips at some seasons of the year. This 
road will be, not shorter thanzthe present road, but 
better; will be, in fact, a ‘irst-class road for stages 
and automobiles; and when it is completed it will 
bring this grandest playground of Southern California 
within easy reach of all. Los Angeles county has put 
* & force of men belonging to the chain gang on the 
work, and the Supervisors have promised that the 
work shall continue until the road is satisfactorily 
completed to the forks of the river, about twelve miles 
from the mouth.

POWER FOR LOS ANGELES. 


This company has well under way another wonder- 
compelling scheme. During the past year preparatory 
Work has been going on in the canyon. It has taken 
this length of time for two shifté, together comprising 
gave Men, yorking st opnosite ends of a tunnel, to ex- 


— 


cavate 1000 feet by hand. Four such tunnels are being 
excavated at present. They are seven feet high and 
four and a half feet wide, and are furnished with track 
and cars for carrying out the dirt and stones. This 
work has been done at a cost of $12,000 just in order 
to make it possible to bring up the power with which 
to operate the machine which will drill the remgining 
six and a half miles of tunnels. With this machine 
three men will be able to excavate about three and a 
half feet per shift, or seven feet per day. There will 
be eighteen different tunnels, and these will be con- 
neted with concrete. | 

There are seventy men at work now, distributed in 
twelve camps. There will be an average of fifty dur- 
ing the winter, and many more during the summer. 
The work will occupy at least four years more, and, 
according to the best information that I could obtain, 
will cost about $3,000,000. 

When the plant is completed, water will be brought 
from a point near Fish Fork, seventeen miles above 
Follows’ Camp, to the mouth of the Susanne Canyon, 
which is the site at present contemplated for the new 
power-house. -This is one and a haif miles above the 
junction of the east and west forks of the river, just 
opposite Mountain View Resort, and fourteen miles 
from Azusa. The water will have a fall of 2000 feet and. 
in reaching its destination, will cross rocky gorges and 
heavily-timbered slopes. The tunnels will shorten the 
distance so that the line will be only fourteen miles in 
length. 


“JULIE.” 

Julie is the most beautiful, the most intelligent, the 
best natured and best behaved mule of my acquaintance.

I had expected to find the canyon-folk a peculiar 
people, and was somewhat surprised to find them “even 
as you and I.” Of course years of solitude had left 
their mark on all, equally; of course | found varying de- 
grees of intelligence among them; but I was impressed 
with their spirit of content and of genuine happiness, a 
spirit which many a person of the outside world might 
envy them. One thing surprised me, that was the way 
in which these canyon residents, surrounded by the 
most life-giving air in all the universe, shut themselves 
up in poorly-ventilated cabins. Probably, however, they 
spend most of their time in the summer éut of doors, 
and in the winter need the protection of a close room. 

“A wounded spirit who can bear?” But if one must 
perforce bear it, tis best done in solitude, and that, | 


am persuaded, is the secret of many of the residents of

the San Gabriel Canyon. Search of health, or of gold 
may be the immediate cause of their presence there, 
but there is undoubtedly often an ulterior motive. No 
man who had not a wound to conceal ever shut himself 
away from his kind for long years at a time. <a 

It is easy to eke out an existence. A little garden, a 
few fruit-trees, a few chickens, plenty of fish, wood for 
the picking up, and opportunity to wash out enough 
nuggets of gold to pay for one’s other necessities—and 
what cares the hermit for anything else’ 

So lives here, or has until recently lived here, more 
than one man past his allotted three score years and ten 
who still cherishes the memory of the girl who rejected 
him in Wis youth; or the man who goes under an 
assumed name, not because he has committed any 
crime for which he would hide from the eye of the law, 
but because long years ago, in this or in some other 
country, there grew up a family feud which drove this 
member to renounce the family name * to seek 
refuge in, the mountain fastnesses. 

There are a few married couples in the canyon. One 
of the first persons I met as I started out was a bright- 
eyed old woman who had gone a mile to milk her cow. 
She insisted that I go to her home and—peace to the 
memory of Julie—she made the trip around the river 
almost as quick as I made it crossing the fords. 

One of the oldest residents of the canyon is a Mexican 
who has lived in the same spot for over erty years.

The dif- 
ference is that sixty years ago there was a boom and a 
grand rush; now there is a quiet belief that the time 
of great things is near at hand. 


in California. Even before 40 a few Mexicans con- 
nectéd with the Catholic Missions found gold here. It 
is said that from 1858 to 1865, $16,000,000 was taken out. 
Since then much has been mined in small quantities, but 
great difficulty has been experienced in getting the metal 
out. Hitherto capital has been lacking, now it is com- 
ing in. One instance is shown by the fact that a com- 
pany has bought the old Kelsey mine, known to be one 
of the richest silver mines in the canyon, and is pre 
paring to spend $1,000,000, if necessary, in developing it. 
We sometimes value a thing according to what it has 
cost in money, time, labor, or anxiety, quite aside from 
its intrinsic beauty or worth. I can never again handle 
a gold coin without thinking of the stories of hardship 
and danger which the miners have told me; I have 
ridden over the old road and have seen something of 
the work of constructing the new, so I can appreciate, 
as no future visitor to the canyon can do, the grand 
boulevard which will stretch before him; I shall never 
see in Los Angeles the results of the work of the Pacific 
Light and Power Company without thinking of the hun- 
dreds of men who toiled for many years through sum 
mer's heat and winter's cold, up the steep mountain 
slope and through the rocky gorge or rushing ford, co 
workers with Him who first said “Let there be light.”
